2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 14-16 to 
an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 14-16 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest methods of bonding silicon carbide bodies to siliconized silicon carbide 
bodies as claimed. Prior art teachings show that the siliconization of silicon carbide is old and 
well known (Chia, Weaver). It is also called reaction bonding, reaction sintering or self 
sintering. It has been known to make resistance elements, resistors or heating elements out of 
siliconized silicon carbide and to only siliconize the portions of the element that require good 
electrical conductivity (Heyroth and Watson). It has also been known to make silicon carbide 
resistors by firing in an induction furnace (Thonpson). However, the prior art has not taught the 
use of induction heating to cause sihcon metal to flow from the siliconized silicon carbide 
structure to form a siliconized silicon carbide bond between the siliconized silicon carbide 
structure and the silicon carbide structure. It would not have been obvious to utilize a flow of 
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molten silicon from a siliconized silicon carbide body as the bonding agent between said body 
and another silicon carbide body.
